Omr-went aboard 
with the crew, and th^ anchor wa* 
weighed, but when the hungry sailors 
went to the galley at eight bells for 
their dinner there was nothing ready 
for them. Knowing nothing of cook¬ 
ing. Cox had been unable to make 
any preparation for a meal, which of 
course •‘riled’’ the crew, wlu> *ent to 
the captain with their complaint*. Cox 
,w«* ordered to appear before the cap- 
t .ln. to whom he confessed his com - 
l*i. >v Ignorance of the culinury ..n 
rcknowledged he was broke. *and had 
joined the cr*w aa a cook in order 
to get passage to Victoria. The ship 
being then at sea. Cox could not be 
rut ashore, and one of the 'crew had 
to la pressed Into service. 

The captain found that the pseudo 
cook was arf Irish gentleman In^-re- 
duoed circumstances, so he made the 
best he could of his bargain nnd took 
Cox into the cabin to stralghton ,nul’ 
the ship accounts. Shortly after CoxL 
urrlved In Victoria Governor Dougin* 
appointed him customs house officer at' 
Yale to collect revenue on goods and 
animals coming In overland from 
Oregon. He was afterwards appoint¬ 
ed gold commissioner at Williams 
Creek, a position which he filled with 
satisfaction to all. 

He had a curious way of hl« own of 
deciding disputes. He would gener¬ 
ally advise parties not to bring their 
troubles Into court, but to settle them 
outside; On one occasion he decided 
a case where both parties claimed 
prior location on a placer claim by 
ordering that both men start from the 
eourt-hquse together, get an ax* 
apiece, run two miles to th« ground In
